Not many people 
are aware that millions of pounds worth 
of Bank of England notes are deliberately 
burned every year. When the Christmas 
rush is over, and the extra millions of 
notes are no Jonger needed, the Bank with- 
draws them from circulation, stores them 
for a year, and then turns them into the 
costliest bonfire in the world.

NEWSPAPER FILMS. 


AN EDINBURGH INQUIRY. 


-“ 


By Our CIrNEMA CORRESPONDENT. 


ATRONS of the cinema have by this 
& time a very intimate acquaintance with 
the workings of American newspapers, 
but vet another newspaper film is on its way. 
This newest of newspaper films is entitled 
“ Final. Edition,” and it may be hoped in 
all ‘sincerity that it actually is. ‘We shall 
be glad to sea the ‘final edition” of these 
films, as we have had more than a surfeit 
of them. It would not be a bad idea if a 
story of European newspaper life were given 
for a change; and we should very much like 
to have something less hectic and more 
humane than the series of nearly a dozen 
films of American newspaper life which have 
been offered by Hollywood within the past 
year or.so. There have been ' The Front 
Page’’ and “Five Star Final,’’ the two out- 
standing newspaper dramas of the con- 
temporary theatre, which were magnificent 
films also. But there has been also the 
‘* Reporter ' series (‘‘The Blonde Reporter,”’ 
“The Speed Reporter,” “The Star  Re- 
porter,’ and ‘‘Sob Sister '), and the crime 
films such as “ The Finger Points,” “ Up for 
Murder,” and ‘‘ X Marks the Spot” May 
“ Final Edition” be the end! 


PARENTS’ OPINIONS. 


At the moment when the Synod of the 
Church of Ireland was discussing the censor- 
ship of films, and when the City of Belfast 
was also thinking hard about the same sub- 
ject, the City of Edinburgh has set up a 
Cinema Inquiry Committee. Seven thousand 
copies of a questionnaire have been issued to 
parents and teachers, in which opinions are 
sought on the affect of films upon children. 
It will be remembered that an inquiry of a 
similar kind in London resulted in the con- 
clusion that, on the whole, attendance at 
‘‘the pictures did children no harm, and pos- 
sibly some good.” The most exacting critics 
of the cinema as it is often fail to realise 
that it is organised quite frankly on a com- 
mercial basis for the sale of “ entertain- 
ment,” and that the more specialised. aspects 
of the screen have not yet been exploited at 
all. The apparatus is at the disposal of 
everyone who cares to pay for it, but those who 
desire to make specialised use of films have 
so far done nothing for what they believe to 
be desirable and necessarv. In time the 
cinema will, in all probability, develop as 
the theatre did. and when that time comes 
there will be ‘‘adult’’ and ‘‘ juvenile’’ per- 
formances. That is hardly possible while 
the ambition of the cinema is to offer 
“family”’ entertainment. 

The first attempt to link television with the 
cinema is to be. made at the Metropole 
Cinema, London, on Monday next. It 1s 
hoped to show on the cinema screen tele- 
vision pictures of the Derby and. the Oaks 
while these races are being run at Epsom. 
Should the experiment prove successful, it is 
probable that in the near future the '' news 
reels’’ will be replaced by pictures of actual 
events at the time of happening. 


SCENIC BEAUTY. 


In ‘‘Skyline,” which is the leading item 
in the programme at the Metropole this week, 
is a film in which most of the attraction lies 
in the unusual beauty of the scene. -Much 
has been heard of the famous “ skyline”’ of 
New York, but in this film it cam be realised 
for the first time con the sereen. The 
photography is really superb, and it is the 
cameraman who ought to have been named as 
the “star.” ‘*Skyline”’ is the*story of a 
boy’s quest for a father who is, hateful to 
him.

ATLANTIC FLIGHT 
SEQUEL. 


PRESS PHOTOGRAPHER 
AND PILOT KILLED.

MONOPLANE which was carrying 

pictures of the arrival of Miss 
Farhart, the Atlantic airwoman, at. Lon- 
donderry on Saturday, crashed early 
yesterday near the coast, ten miles south cf 
Stranraer, Wigtownshire. 

The pilot, Major Irwin Napier Colin 
Clarke, and a Press photographer, Mr. 
Victor Barton, were both killed. 

The 'plane crashed on a rocky hillside, 
about one thourand yards from the: Irish 
Channel. Thick fog enveloped the sea. and 


| the Scottish coast, and it is thought that 
| the pilot was circling to obtain his bear- 
| ings. 


IN A FOG BANK. 
The ’plane had called at Belf fí to 


obtain a weather chart, but crossing the 
narrow strip of sea it ran into a bank of 
fog, and it would have been impossible for 
the pilot to tell whether he was over land 
or water. 

The ’plane was heard over Port Patrick 
shortly before seven o’clock,- and then the 
engine was back-firing loudly. 

There are a number of small farms near 
the scene of the accident, and the machine 
was heard circling over them at a low alti- 
tude before the crash. The right wing 
struck the gorse-covered ground, and then 
the ‘plane somersaulted for a hundred 
yards down the slope. 


FINDING OF THE. BODIES. 


Wreckage from the ’plane was flung 
over 150 yards. 

” Mr. Barton’s body was found near the 
engine, 42 yards from the scene of the 
crash. The pilot was found fifty yards 
further on. He was still alive, but died 
within a few minutes without speaking. 

Major’ Clarke was director and chief 
pilot to Personal Flying Services, Ltd. He 
learned. to fly in 1915. During the war he 
served in the R.F.C. and R.A.F. He was 
a member of the Royal ‘Aero Club. 

Major Clarke, in November, 1930, 
piloted the Daily Sketch aeroplane from 
Abyssinia with pictures of the coronation 
there. He was born in Melbourne, Aus- 
tralia, 39 years ago. He came to England 
at the outbreak of the war, and went to 
the Dardanelles, and later to France, with 
a bombing squadron. He had also been 
in. Egypt.. He was, awarded the D.S8.C, 
for ‘‘ conspicuous good work as pilot of 
bombing ’planes,’’ earned a bar to the 
D.S.C.. and was several times mentioned 
in despatches.

Miss AMELIA EARHART (Mrs. G. 
Palmer. Putnam) has gained ‘the 
honour of being the first woman to fly 
the Atlantic alone. She landed outside 
Derry on Saturday, after a flight of under 
14 hours from Newfoundland. 

““I made my flight partly in the spirit 
of adventure,” she said yesterday. The

LONDONDERRY, Sunday. 
Like a wounded bird, Miss Amelia Ear- 
hart’s aeroplane ‘‘ limped ’’ over the Irish 
coast on Saturday afternoon, and landed 
in a field four miles from Derry, at the

conclusion of her lone flight from Har- 
Lour Grace, Newfoundland. It would have 
been impossible for the machine to have 
remained in flight for more than a few 
minutes when Aliss Earhart alighted. 

The red and gold monoplane was first 
observed over Derry about 1.50 p.m., and 
after circling the city for some time, ap- 
parently in an endeavour to find a land- 
ing place, it was piloted to earth with 
remarkable dexterity in a two hundred 
and fifty yards long field at Culmore, a 
few miles north of the city. 


SURPRISE FOR FARM 
HAND. 


The machine swept along the field, and 
appeared as if it would crash through the 
hedge, but Miss Earhart locked on the 
wheel brakes of the under-carriage, and 
swung the machine to a stand-still within 
a few yards of a farm hand, William 
McCallion, who was engaged in milking 
cows. : 

Miss Earhart, the 34-year-old _ air- 
woman, known as “Lady Lindy’ by 
reason of her strong facial resemblance 
to Colonel Charles Lindbergh, climbed 
from her machine and staggered towards 
the farm hand. :

“RECORD” TIME, 


The flight in the high speed Lockheed 
“YWega' monoplane, which is fitted with 
a Pratt and Whitney “ Wasp ” 500 horse- 
power engine, occupied only thirteen and 
a quarter hours from Harbour Grace to 
Derry, thus beating the “record” of 
sixteen hours twelve minutes for the flight 


| from Newfoundland to Ireland set up by 


the late. Sir John Alcock and Sir A. 
Whitten Brown in 1919. 

In the cockpit of the machine, which 
is equipped with all the latest aerial navi- 
gation instruments, were the remains of 
Miss “arLart’s only meal on her flight— 
one quart of meat and tomato extract 'n 
two waxed cardboard cartons. About half 
a pint of the soup was left in one of the 
cartons. 

The cockpit is fitted with a sliding roof, 
which enabled the pilot to refresh hardú 
on the journey. In the cabin behind was 
fitted the 500 gallon petrol tank, the 
gauge of which nearly caused a serious 
accident when it sprung a leak when she 
was some. miles west of Ireland. 


ENGINE TROUBLE. 


While still over the Atlantic the engine 
began to show rigns of intense strain, and 
the exhaust ring was virtually burned 
through by the hot gases, and circles of 
flame burst out from time to time. On 
inspection of the engine it was discovered 
that a number of parts had worked loose, 
and it was unlikely that the machine could 
have continued to function for a further 
few minutes. 

The aeroplane will now be dismantled, 
crated, and returned by steamship to New 
York. 

When I talked with Miss Earhart 
shortly after her arrival she was wearing 
the clothing in which she made her remarx: 
able solo flight—a pair of neat corduroy 
breeches, silk shirt, a leather jacket, and 
a flying suit. Her close cropped hair, 
tousled about her head, gave her 
more the impression ‘of a happy 
boy than of a woman who had just 
completed a lone journey cf 2,000 miles 
across the Atlantic Ocean, 

She said that when she left Harbour 
Grace her one aim was to. cross. the 
Atlantic. She did not head for Paris, but 
aimed to take the more northerly route in 
order to avoid the South Atlantic storms. 
When over the Atlantic. she encountered 
weather condition’ far worse than she had 
anticipated. 

Shortly after leaving the Newfoundland 
coast the altimeter, or height indicator, 
failed, and Miss Earhart completed the 
journey entirely by estimation of her

GAELIC LEAGUE AND NEW 
BILL IN THE DAIL.

Mr. P. T. McGinley presided at a meeting 
of the Executive Committee of the Gaelic 
League on last Saturday evening at 
Parnell square, Dublin. ; 

Referring to the bill presented to the Dail 
by the National University for the creation 
cf new professorships and lectureships, Mr. 
Sean O hUadhaigh suggested that a number 
of T.D.’s should be asked to have a clause 
inserted in it which would make the teaching 
of Gaelic effective in. the University. 

The Chairman explained that a deputation 
from the League called.an Mr. de Valera in 
geference to this matter. The deputation 
also interviewed Dr. Coffey, who did not give 
them much satisfaction. 

It was decided to communicate with the 
Minister for Education and Messrs. Cormac 
Breathnach, T.D., and Micheal.O Cléirigh, 
T.D., requesting them to have inserted in the 
bill a clause, or clauses, to: provide that the 
wishes of the Gaelic League as to the method 
ot teaching Irish in the University should be 
carried into effect, 


“THE TWO GAELTACHTS. 


Arising out of the minutes of the Gaelic 
Defence League, . 

Mr. J. Toomey, Cork, pointed out that 
delegates from , Donegal, Connemara and 
Kerry were appointed a deputation to wait 
on the Minister for Land and Fisheries and 
to lay before him the conditions in the Gael- 
tacht. He said that it would appear from 
that that there was no Gaeltacht in Cork. 
If that was the view of the people of Dublin, 
it would be necessary to form a Gaelic De- 
fence League for Munster. 

Mr. M. O’Mullane. said that when the 
League was founded he sent out six thousand 
circulars, and he received only two replies 
from Munster. 

Mr. Seamus O Grianna said that it was un. 
necessary to ask what was the Gaeltacht? 
There were twe kinds of Gaeltacht—the 
official Gaeltacht, and the true Gaeltacht, 
where Irish was the ldnguage habitually spoken 
by the people. 

Mr. H. Toomey sáid that the Gaeltacht 
should not be narrowed. 

Mr. M. OMaolain said the Gaeltacht De- 
fence League had only one purpose, and that 
was to get the people of the Gaeltacht to 
look for their own rights. 


THE TAX ON DANCES. 


The Chairman reported that a deputation 
from the Gaelic League waited on the Minister 
for Finance in reference to the tax on dances 
and games. He stated that the Minister ex- 
pressed himself favourably with the views put 

efore him, and painted ‘out certain diff- 
culties, with regard to which, he said, the 
League would .help the Minister in having 
them straightened out.. The Minister was not 
quite so favourable about the games. 

A complaint was received with regard to 
the yg of a doctor in the Youghal, 
Co. wk, district, who, it was stated, had 
no knowledge of Irish, although it was in the 
area of the Gaeltacht, while the other can- 
didate was a perfect Irish scholar and a highly 
qualified medical man. 

It was decided to write to the Minister for 
Local Government and Public Health on the 
subject, 


THE SECRETARYSHIP. 


There were nineteen candidates for the 
pé of secretary, and, on a final vote, 

an Og O Ceallaigh, Dublin, was appointed, 
by 17 -votes, to 11 votes given to Colm 
0 Gaora, Rosmuc, Connemara, Galway. The 
salary is £500 a year.

During the 
civil war he had got the TRA. to agree 
that, if the Oath were removed and all legis- 
lative authority in this country came exclu- 
sively from the people of the country, and 
not from England or anywhere,else, the 
I.R.A. would accept majority rule and obey 
it. Cumann na nGaédheal could then have 
removed the Oath, as Fianna Fail had since 
done, but they preferred to play their own 
game. They kept the Oath thers, and kept 
the country divided.

MR. THOMAS’S NOTES. 

Referring. to the British Notes, Mr. Aiken 
said that the British had to say something or 
they would be letting down Mr. .Cosgrave, 
who had played their gaine for ten years. 
The British had not even been as strong, as 
Mr. Cosgrave had been, Mr. Thomas ‘in his 
Jast speech had simply repeated what Mr.

“We have not such short memories that 
we do not remember how the Treaty was put 
through,” said Mr. Aiken, “and we are wise 
enough now to know that if the British say 
to all their Dominions that they are free, to 
run their own affairs, they cannot interfere 
with us if we proceed to run our own affairs ; 
and we have proceeded to do it. H we had 
gone on our bain to England asking for 
their leave to bó through the Oath Bill Mr. 
Cosgrave would not be satisfied . either, 
and he would have told us that we had the 
power under the Treaty and the Westminster 
| Act to go ahead. You cannot satisfy these 
people, but we are going to satisfy ourselves. 


LAND ANNUITIES TO BE HELD. 

“We also asked the people at the last 
election to give us a mandate to retain the 
land annuities. We have retained them, and 
we are going to retain them in this country 
until the British can prove their case to our 
satisfaction—not to their own or to Mr. 
Cosgrave's satisfaciion—that they have the 
right to them, We know perfectly well that 
the Britisa have no mght to them, and that 
the people of the Free State have as much 
right to collect and retain them as the people 
over the border have to collect their own 
annuities and retain them in the Six County 
Exchequer. 

“ We are not using these annuities at the 
moment, but when we commence to use 
them we can do a lot more for the 
— people of this country, and particularly 
or the farmers, than we have done in the 
present Budget, or that we could do under 
any form of protectivn. Three million pounds 
a year had been a drain on that country— 
if was a larger debt on them in proportion to 
the resources of the Irish people than the war 
debt with which Germany had been saddled 
at the end of the war.” 

Mr. Aiken said that he hoped that in the 
coming months the people would not be 
scared and that they would have the courage 
to stand up for their rights. if they did not 
do that they were going to condemn them- 
selves to the slavery of British and economic 
interests in this country that were akin to 
British interests. Fianna Fail had not yet 
carried through all the. promises they had 
made, but he believed they had made a good 
start, and, if the people were only courageous 
enough and supported them, they would do 
all that human beings could do to carry out 
every promise made at the election. Drastic 
steps would be necessary to pull the country 
together. It had been peacefully going into 
starvation and debt for the last ten years. 
Fianna Fail were going to create such a ccn- 
dition in this country as would enable every- 
one to use their hands and brains, 


THE BRITISH MONEY MARKET. 

Whatever loose capital people had should 
ba put into industries in this country. ‘There 
were a number of people who had money 
invested abroad, and it would be a good 
thing of that were invested in the Free State. 
The Hatry and other crashes in recent years 
showed that the British investment market 
was the most dangerous in the world. Ilhey

The confusion and «lisioe ion of business 
created by the prohibitive tariff on British 
periodicals and journals "hair not “lessened 
during the last tow days, ahd many, Irish 
newsagents, rather than risk a conmplete toss 
on their weekly supplies—all canal copies 
being subject to tax—have cancelled - their 
orders. Such action, of course, means that Í 
the newsagent concerned is forfeiting 80 per 
cent. of his or her trade, ¢ 

The ordinary newsagency business depends 
not nearly so Much upon the sale -ol daily 
papers as upon weekly journals devoted to 
current events, sports, women’s affairs and 
homé life, technical, scientific, literary and 
educational matters, as well as the purely 
fictional type. of. children’s and adults’ 
periodicals, comfe papers and other light read- 
ing matter. 

It. is estimated that between five and seven 
hundred such papers are affected. This esti- 
mate, of course, takes no account Of books 
or other volumes, which, of course, are also 
affected by the tariff. In the case of some of 
the journals taxed—including three great 
Catholic journals—the publishers are at pre- 
sent paying the tax, 


REDUCED EARNINGS. 

In the case. where newsagents continue to 
receive supplies it is stated that a canvass of 
customers has resulted generally in a 50 per
